Vera Cru z, Feb. 13.—President Wil­ 
son's special env oy , John Lind, was 
notified that an attem pt had been 
made by some Mex ican in the most 
prominent street of Vera Cru z to as­ 
sassinate Arthu r B. Cook. Hag lieu ten­ 
ant of Roar Admiral May o of the Uni­ 
ted States battleship Connecticu t. 
It 
dev eloped at the same time that Mr. 
Lind himself, the personal env oy of 
President Wilson in Mex ico, was in 
danger and that he was being gu ard­ 
ed constantly day and night by blu e­ 
jackets from the American tieet. 
Lieu tenant Cook was fired u t from 
ambu sh. 
The bu llet passed throu gh 
the woodwork of his carriage, stru ck 
him in the left hip and fell into the 
carriage seat. 
His inju ry consisted 
merely of a bru ise, the woodwork hav ­ 
ing destroy ed the bu llet’s force. 
It is 
not believ ed the attack was the resu lt 
of a deliberate plot, bu t the su dden act 
of some desperado, who, seeing Lieu ­ 
tenant Cook in a brilliant u niform, 
mistook him for an American nav al of­ 
ficer of high rank. 
Blu ejackets Gu ard Lind. 
Qu iet arrangements were made re­ 
cently to secu re the personal safety of 
Mr. Lind. 
Until a few day « ago he 
was in the habit of taking long walks 
alone in the ou tly ing cou ntry . 
At the 
American consu late no 
gu ard 
was 
maintained, bu t signal 
boy s , were 
brou ght from the fleet to act as mes­ 
sengers and commu nicate with the 
ship by wigwags and night signals. In 
conseq u ence of 
secret 
information 
reaching the consu late the signal boy s 
were replaced with 
eight 
stalwart 
picked blu ejackets, fou r of whom are 
on du ty day and night. 
They hav e or­ 
ders to scru tinize closely all persons 
entering the consu late, to permit no 
one to approach Mr. Lind’s rooms u n­ 
inv ited, and to admit no one after dark 
withou t 
proper 
identification.

Lind, whenev er he leav es the con­ 
su late now, is followed by a big blu e­ 
jacket. 
Ho ld Mex ican to Acco unt. 
When Lieu tenant Cook w asatlacked 
he was on the way with his wife and 
Mies Ethel McKenzie to the steamship 
Morro Castle, on which 
the 
women 
were to sail for the United States. The 
three had been dining with Admiral 
May o aboard the flagship. 
It was ten 
o’clock at night when the bu llet was 
f fired. The party In the carriage heard 
, the shot at close range, t» t its resu lt 
, was not learned u ntil Lieu tenant Cook 
j alighted at the wharf and fou nd 
the 
| bu llet in the carriage seat.

re- 
j ported the attack later to Admiral 
May o, who notified Mr. Lind and Con- 
I su l Canada. 
Mr. Lind informed Gen­ 
eral Maas, Hu erta's military command­ 
er in Vera Cru z, bu t made no formal 
demands. He will officially inform Gen­ 
eral Maae later that the arrest of per­ 
sons assau lting or attempting to 
as­ 
sau lt American officers or civ ilians is 
a matter of small conseq u ence, com­ 
pared with personal responsibility of 
the general for su ch ou trages. 
It will be made clear to 
General 
Maae that he personally will be held 
to the strictest accou ntability for fail­ 
u re to prev ent su ch attacks.
